In response to the Office Action mailed October 28, 2004, Applicants 
respectfully submit the following comments, and enclosed Terminal Disclaimer, for 
overcoming the sole ground of rejection in the Office Action mailed 
October 28, 2004. 

Thus, in Item 3 on pages 2-4 of the Office Action mailed October 28, 2004, 
the Examiner has rejected all of the presently pending claims "under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting, over claims 1-10 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,656,846" in light of various other documents. This is the sole ground of 
rejection in the above-identified application.
